"W e have to be flexible to meet 
the situations as they arise, and 
therefore have to operate on w hat 
really am ounts to a daily assess­ 
m ent schedule.” 
The M ontana D em ocrat said in 
an interview that in the light of 
present Russian strategy “some of 
the ideas inherited from previous 
D em ocratic adm inistrations 
and 
carried on by this adm inistration 
m ay have outlived th eir useful­ 
ness.” 
In this connection, he said the 
“ containm ent policy,” was "ex­ 
trem ely 
effective 
in 
bygone 
y ears.” But he said its potency 
has "lessened considerably” now 
th a t the Soviet Union has begun 
w hat he described as “leapfrog 
jum ping” over th e containm ent 
line and “penetrating into for­ 
w ard or exposed areas” such as 
th e Middle East, South Asia and 
A frica.

The law also provides that any

The law does not state explicitly 
just who shall do the demoting,

or discharging, but 
it is assum ed the m ayor would 
have th at authority.

quotas?” you may ask. 
True enough, but those countries 
have usually enjoyed fairly liberal 
immigration quotas in years past 
and still have much higher quotas 
than the Chinese. 
When Uncle Sam wishes to aid 
an infant industry that is bene 
tidal, he often subsidizes the lat­ 
ter. which is why our Air Mail 
and Merchant Marine were sub­ 
sidized. 
This tendency to favor the infant 
industries should be expanded to 
our immigration, so newer immi 
grant groups should have a few 
immigration favors. 
My college textbook in psycholo­ 
gy was translated into the Chinese 
and has been widely employed ovc 
there, so I have had contact with 
many brilliant Chinese scientists. 
It grieves me to think they are 
now twiddling their thumbs in 
Hongkong when Rev. Philip Lee 
could use them to help teach Chri 
tianity to Chinese in our large 
American cities. 
The 
American Chinese would 
support them, too, so they’d be of 
no expense to us taxpayers.

Each week’s advertising can be 
allotted in the same manner ac­ 
cording to sales expected. 
What 
items to advertise is determined 
by the percentages each item con­ 
tributes to the month’s sales total. 
All items having 8 per cent or 
more of their annual sales in the 
month should be selected for exploi­ 
tation in newspaper advertising. 
With the above information the 
retailer can work out his day to 
day schedule of newspaper adver­ 
tising. This method eliminates over 
.spending, it protects against under­ 
spending; it places emphasis on 
the items when they are seUing at 
the highest profit with no m ark­ 
down. 
With planned advertising the re­ 
tail merchant knows where he has 
been, where he is and where he 
is going with his advertising.

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Mississippi County Farm News 
By R. Q. Brown, Extension Agent 


A good new year’s resolution 
on m any Mississippi County farm s 
would be to keep a good system 
of farm records, says H. M. Dunn, 
Assoc. County Agent, in charge 
of Balanced Farm ing. 
He says 
that the self-em ploym ent tax a- 
lone justifies farm ers in keeping 
some kind of fairly good records. 
A self-em ployed farm er pay* by 
earning $400 or m ore in a year 
or am ounts not exceeding $4200. 
Mr. D unn points out th a t ex ­ 
pense transactions are usually far 
more num erous than those in­ 
volving income. Unless a record 
is kept of these expenses, m any 
are likely to be forgotten. A $25 
expense item that is not 
added 
may cost $5 or more in ex tra in­ 
come tax. 
The kind of record is not ex ­ 
trem ely im portant as long as it 
properly records expenses and in ­ 
come. However, a record th at w ill 
separate the different farm en ­ 
terprises such as corn, cotton or 
livestock is more beneficial since 
it provides a means of determ in­ 
ing profits or lack of profits on 
these individual items and may 
serve to point to im provem ent in 
practices th at could be used in fol­ 
lowing years. 
Balanced farm ing 
principles calling for careful fi­ 
nancial 
m anagem ent 
and 
effi­ 
cient operation are likely to be 
m ost im portant during the next 
five years. 
For those who would like to 
have the nam e of one of m any 
good farm record books, Mr. Dunn 
points to the Missouri Loose-leaf 
Farm Record Book which is avail­ 
able at the county extension of­ 
fice. Refills for this record can be 
added annually. 
New Sorghums For Silage 
The increased interest in silos 
and indications of increased silo 
construction in 1956 is responsible 
for a num ber of questions on the 
subject recently. Because of re ­ 
strictions on corn acreages, m any 
are considering the use of a sor­ 
ghum crop for silage. This has 
brought some inquiries about va­ 
rieties, the latest I think of hav­ 
ing come from Glen Ault. 
The m ost popular sorghum for 
silage purposes has been Atlas 
sorgo. Some new hybrid sorghum s 
are being produced that give prom 
ise, particularly w ith respect to 
the quality of silage produced. A- 
mong these new sorghum s are El­ 
lis and A xtell which have been 
developed in Kansas. The seed is 
available in only very lim ited a- 
m ounts. They are perhaps about 
ten days earlier than A tlas, do not 
m ake quite as m uch yield but 
probably produce a silage of some 
w hat better feeding quality. 
A nother relatively new sorghum 
especially adapted to m aking si­ 
lage is Searcy. It is som ew hat la t­ 
er in m aturing than A tlas and 
therefore should not be used this 
far north if planting is delayed 
later than the ordinary corn plant 
ing tim e. S art is another late m a­ 
turing variety of sorghum th at is 
even later than Tracy and th ere­ 
fore should have no place in M is­ 
souri. 
In all of these varieties it is 
desirable to get certified seed be­ 
cause sorghum s from uncertified 
seed are often quite different from 
w hat thOy are supposed to be. 
Yes. But What? 
In the discussion of a plan to 
aid in solving the pork surplus 
problem by selling 
at 
lighter 
w eights which took place at the 
Farm B ureau livestock luncheon 
last w eek, someone had the p ert­ 
inence or im pertinence to 
ask 
w hat is to be done w ith the corn 
to be saved by such a plan. The 
answ er w asn’t 
forthcom ing 
at 
once, but someone facetiously said 
loud enough to be heard by those 
nearby th a t all we have to do is 
put the ex tra corn in the govern­ 
m ent loan. 
The incident rem inded m e of a 
discussion in 
another 
m eeting 
which I attended recently w here 
a representative of a chain of 
grocery stores told how the sale 
of pork 
had 
been 
increased 
through their stores by a high 
pressure advertising cam paign. A 
question w hich I w anted to ask 
but I didn’t, was how w as the 
sale of beef and other m eat prod­ 
ucts reduced as the sale of pork 
increased. 
These discussions also rem ind­ 
ed m e of one of the good points 
brought out at the annual F arm 
Forum last November w hich was 
that in the long run a solution of 
the farm surplus problem lies in 
adjusting production to dem and. 
Of course, there are lots of ang­ 
les to such a solution w hile the 
adjusting is going on. C ertainly 
every effort needs to be m ade to 
increase both foreign and local 


demand. One way of increasing 
dem and is to low er prices. B ut I 
hasten to say that this m ust not 
result in low ering farm profits. 
About the only w ay of m aking it 
possible for farm ers to sell at 
lower prices and receive the sam e 
net profit is to lower the cost of 
production. A good exam ple is 
cotton w here m any think it is 
possible to low er production costs 
as much as 20 percent by the full 
use of m echanization, herbicides, 
and fertilizers. If this is true, we 
may be getting around to selling 
cotton at 20 percent less and still 
m aking the sam e profit. Such a 
situation m ight move more cot­ 
ton into foreign trade. 
Those attending 
the 
coming 
Soils and Crops Conference on 
Jan. 13 w ill hear about m any prac 
tices that w ill fit into a program 
of reducing crop production costs. 
Watermelons — Varieties 
And Fertilizers 
Perhaps no new ly 
developed 
variety of w aterm elons has a t­ 
tracted such favorable attention 
as the Charleston G ray developed 
by the U. S. D epartm ent of Ag­ 
riculture. It is resistant to an th ­ 
racnose, sunburn and 
fusarium 
wilt. It resem bles the old T h u r­ 
man G ray but certainly differs 
in having far better quality. The 
M issouri experim ental tests have 
also proved 
it to be one of the 
most productive varieties. It is 
reported that at one tim e during 
the crop m ovem ent in D unklin 
County last year when farm ers 
W’ere getting 75c for IOO lbs. for 
ordinary varieties of w aterm elons 
from ’ truckers, they wert* receiv­ 
ing $1.25 for C harleston G rays. 
As tim e for laying off w ater­ 
melon ground approaches, we an ­ 
ticipate a few inquiries as usual 
about 
fertilizing 
w aterm elons. 
Sandy type soil on w hich melons 
are usually grow n should contain 
as much as 200 lbs. of phosphate 
and 250 lbs. of potash per acre. 
The approved w’ay to check on 
the content on a given soil of 
these elem ents is, of course, to 
have a soil test made. The prop­ 
er use of nitrogen is also very 
im portant. In a general way, a 
reasonably good application is ap ­ 
proxim ately 25 lbs. of actual n i­ 
trogen (equivalent to 75 lbs. of 
am monium n itrate per acre), ap ­ 
plied under the hill or row, 3 to 
4 inches beneath the seed. 
Experim ents in 
recent 
years 
have proved th at the old idea of 
side dressing w aterm elons after 
the plants are up is w rong and 
that the fertilizer should be ap ­ 
plied before planting. It is also 
im portant th a t it not be dropped 
in one pile under the hill but that 
it be scattered to include the hill 
and at least 18 inches on each side.

In my first article in this series 
I told how protection under the 
old-age and survivors insurance 
program w ill become a reality to 
so m any self-em ployed farm ers 
and ranchers by m id -1956. Today, 
I w ant to tell about the respon­ 
sibilities th a t go along w ith this 
protection and which m ust be m et 
by every farm or ranch operator 
who had net earnings of at least 
$400 in the calendar year 1955. 
If you are self-em ployed in any 
kind of agriculture, either alone 
or in a partnership or joint ven­ 
ture, and you had as your share 
of the net earnings at least $400 
in 1955, you are required to re ­ 
port your earnings (up to $4,200) 
and pay the 3 percent social se­ 
curity tax on those earnings for 
the year. You should report your 
earnings and rem it the social se­ 
curity tax along w ith your F ed­ 
eral income tax return not later 
than February 15, 1956, unless 
you filed a declaration 
of 1955 
earnings before January 15, 1956. 
It m ay be that you will not owe 
any Federal income tax for 1955, 
because of fam ily exem ptions. For 
exam ple, if your total income for 
the year is less than $2,400 you 
would not owe income tax if you 
have four exem ptions ($600 each 
for yourself, your wife and two 
children). H owever, if your net 
earnings 
from 
self-em ploym ent 
w ere as m uch as $400 in 1955, 
you are obliged to fill out and 
file Form 1040 and Schedule F 
and pay the social security tax. 
self-em ployed farm er or ra n ­ 
cher should file his return on In­ 
come Tax R eturn, Form 1040. In 
most cases, he w ill figure his net

F you will item ize your farm in­ 
come and expenses for self-em ­ 
ployment purposes. At the bottom 
of the last page of this schedule 
is a sm aller form , Schedule S E, 
“U. S. Report of Self-Em ploy­ 
m ent Income ” (For Federal O ld- 
Age and Survivors 
Insurance). 
Schedule SE is the report of your 
self-em ploym ent 
net 
earnings 
which will be credited to your so­ 
cial security account. On this brief 
form you will enter, in addition 
to your nam e and social security 
account num ber, the am ount of 
your total net earnings from self- 
em ployment, w ages (if any) from 
which your em ployer has deduct­ 
ed your share of the social secur­ 
ity tax, and the am ount of your 
self-em ploym ent income on which 
you m ust pay the social security 
tax. 
There is one im portant fact to 
keep in mind. W hile the small 
form Schedule SE is a part of 
Schedule F which, in turn, m utt 
bo filed w ith Income Tax R eturn, 
Form 1040, the purpose of this 
brief form is w holly independent 
of your income tax form and sched 
ule. The earnings on which social 
security tax is due should be en ­ 
tered on Schedule SE. For reasons 
described above, this am ount may 
differ from the am ount used to 
figure income tax. 
In m y next article, I shall ex ­ 
plain how you figure your net 
earnings w hich w ill be credited 
to your social security account.

In the Ju n io r Congress, a uni­ 
cam eral project, each school was 
allowed to send any num ber of 
representatives, but not to exceed 
IO in all. The Junior group takes 
in the younger and less ex p er­ 
ienced pupils. 
The students assembled at 1:30 
Thursday 
and 
the 
Congresses 
were convened at 2 p.m. 
Two m ajor ‘bills 
were 
under 
discussion by the entire legisla­ 
tive bodies: (I) Federal Aid for 
higher education, and (2) Low er­ 
ing the voting age to 18. 
These 
.subjects 
w ere selected by 
the 
speech teachers of the schools in ­ 
volved. 
In addition each school wan a l­ 
lowed to introduce one subject 
for discussion in com mittees and 
there w-ero probably 15 
or 
16 
of these m inor discussions.
